Haswell camped out 
with her sister Scarlet, 
and 13-year-old Daisy 
Stacey who has Vacterl 
Association attended 
with her sister Molly. 

On the weekend the 
families took part in a 
range of activities from 
archery, crafts and pop 
rockets to laser shoot¬ 
ing, fire lighting, bush 
craft and raft making. 
The camp was a real 
Scouting first - the 
first time the referred 
children have been on 
a Scout camp, some¬ 
thing leaders have been 
hoping to achieve since 
the start of the group. 

Ruth Weltch, group 
Scout leader said: 
“The opportunity to 
regularly set up camp 
in the great outdoors is 
one of the main reasons 


young people enjoy 
Scouting so much and 
we wanted to give our 
children, who would 
not normally have the 
opportunity, the chance 
to take part in a weekend 
of outdoor activities and 
to sleep under canvas 
with their families.

Dropped kerbs are 
there for a reason!

disabled relative a day out? 

The dropped kerbs are there to make life easier 
for people with pushchairs, prams and wheelchairs. 
I make no apologies Mr Tucker: this is something 
I feel very strongly about. Just under a year ago I 
was involved in an accident which left me with a 
brain injury. My ‘disability’ is largely invisible - I 
look perfectly normal but I have difficulties with 
my co-ordination and my balance. I have to be very 
careful. 

Every time there is a sunny day or a special event 
Barry island is full of cars parked inconsiderately 
and frankly, I get brassed off having to walk 
around cars blocking pavements and crossing places 
because the driver is too tight to pay to use the car

An opportunity not 
to be missed... 

N OW that the town walls have been 
revealed in all their glory, followed 
by the announcement of the clo¬ 
sure of the livestock market, there is now 
a once in a lifetime opportunity for an 
imaginative plan for The Butts and the 
market area to be considered as a whole. 

Clearly there is need for more car parking in 
Cowbridge, but the potentially depressing effect of 
this could be mitigated by appropriate landscaping 
including attractive and safe provision for pedestri¬ 
ans. The Butts area could for example be landscaped 
to enhance the view of the town walls from the 
High Street and perhaps give the impression of a 
boulevard. 

I fully agree with your previous correspondents’ 
letters regarding the unsuitability of the siting of the 
proposed Exchange building alongside the Market 
Place restaurant. 

It is worth noting the comments of the Royal 
Commission on Ancient and Historic Monuments: 
“Grade II listed building - ‘extremely rare exam¬ 
ple of town house retaining medieval features on 
important site in conservation area. The walls to The 
Butts are along the line of the Medieval walls of 
Cowbridge, and incorporate in their footings parts 
of the old walls”. 

The proposed building would be close to the 
difficult junction on to the High Street. Inevitably 
it would attract vehicles to temporarily stop on the 
road to load and unload people and goods thereby 
causing congestion. On a market day there could be 
as many vans as stallholders. 

In summary, devise a comprehensive plan for this 
important area of Cowbridge including the livestock 
market site. The Butts and the area behind Old Hall 
- the first step being to re-locate the Exchange build¬ 
ing back to the market area as originally proposed.

Contradictions over 
disability access in 
Bridgend 

I read withinterestthatBridgend County 
Borough Council has had a crack¬ 
down on people illegally using Blue 
Badges [See Page 4] - in some cases people 
using the parking card of a dead relative. 

This is in line with the extending of the national 
Blue Badge scheme to include hidden disabilities, 
such as being learning disabled and autism. I applaud 
this. It is not a luxury to some, but a necessity to 
enable access to social and work opportunities. 

However, there seems to be a disjointed approach 
within BCBC. I lobbied for accessible Changing 
Place facilities in Bridgend, and whilst I was suc¬ 
cessful in Bridgend town centre, with a Changing 
Place being installed in Bridgend Life Centre, the 
new Watersports Centre in Porthcawl has failed 
to have one included in the design. The Centre is 
described as ‘World Class’. However, I doubt that 
something can be described as World Class when it 
excludes many people from accessing the wonderful 
watersports which can be found at one of Britain’s 
cleanest and most accessible beaches. 

During the planning process, I recommended that 
one should be installed, but this plea for inclusivity 
was ignored. 

On Disability Sports Wales website, BCBC 
endorses a board riders association that provides 
surfing sessions either part or wholly funded by 
BCBC for children with a range of disabilities who 
require 1:1 help. One wonders how their needs for 
dignified changing facilities can be met.

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Another busy 
month for 
Coastwatch 


JULY was 

another busy 
month for us, 
with 14 logged 
and 29 monitored 
incidents. 

This matches the 
number of incidents 
recorded in July 2018, 
but monitored incidents 
have increased by nine 
from this time last year. 
Our incidents ranged 
from missing persons, 
to overdue swimmers 
and from ‘tombstoners’ 
to dinghies adrift. 

This means July 
2019 was our busiest 
month since the station 
opened. July was also 
a record month for 
logged vessels, with 
1,787 recorded move¬ 
ments. Interestingly, 85 
per cent of these were 
related to leisure. 

At the time of writing 


this report we have 
recorded 57 incidents 
for the year - 10 more 
than this time in 2018. 
This makes us one of 
the busiest National 
Coastwatch stations 
in the UK.

Thursday August 15th. 2019 

Penarth man 
prosecuted 
for selling 
fake goods 


A Penarth man has 
been found guilty of 
selling unsafe cos¬ 
metics, counterfeit 
goods and jewellery 
breaching hall¬ 
marking require¬ 
ments following a 
Trading Standards 
investigation for 
the Vale Council. 

Shared Regulatory 
Services (SRS) began 
investigating Sean 
Payter after receiving 
a complaint from the 
Assay Office, the body 
responsible for testing 
and hallmarking precious 
metals. 

The Assay Office had 
carried out a test purchase 
from gem2gems, a com¬ 
pany operated by Payter 
and Stefan Hodgson 
from Newport, that sold 
jewellery on eBay. It 
revealed that an item was 
not silver as described 
and did not contain the 
advertised gem stones. 
Further testing by SRS 
found that other items 
of jewellery were also 
misdescribed and that 
cosmetics being sold 
were unsafe and possibly 
infringed trademarks. 

After executing a 
warrant for the home 
of Payter, SRS officers 
seized jewellery, cosmet¬ 
ics and £12,845 in cash. 
Payter and Hodgson had 
been trading for five 
years and ran a website 
called gems2gems.co.uk 
buying items such as 
necklaces, bracelets, ban¬ 
gles and earrings from a 
website in China without 
verifying that they were 
as described. Counterfeit 
cufflinks and belts were 
also identified along with 
cosmetics that weren’t 
safe to be used. 

Payter, from St Davids 


Cresent in Penarth and 
Hodgson, of Park Drive 
Newport, both plead 
guilty to 12 offences 
in total; two under 
Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading 
Regulations, six under 
the Hallmarking Act, two 
under Cosmetic Product 
Enforcement Regulations 
and two under the 
Trademarks Act. They 
were sentenced to a total 
of 20 months in prison, 
reduced to 14 months for 
early guilty pleas, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 
They must also pay a 
victim surcharge of £140 
each and Mr Payter will 
face an investigation 
under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Judge Nicola Jones 
told the men if it wasn’t 
for their ill health both 
would have been sent 
to prison. She said that 
this was a large-scale, 
sophisticated business 
and that the defendants 
did not care that the cos¬ 
metic products they were 
selling were unsafe. She 
was concerned that there 
was no way to recall the 
offending goods from 
their customers, with 
complaints and refunds 
requests ignored. 

Cllr Eddie Williams, 
Chair of the SRS Joint 
Committee and Vale 
of Glamorgan Council 
Cabinet Member for 
Legal, Regulatory and 
Planning Services, said: 
“This case should serve 
as a warning to others 
operating illegally within 
our community. The 
Council will actively 
look to protect our 
residents and will not 
hesitate to take action if 
we find people are not 
operating within the 
parameters of the law.”

Ian Christie, Managing 
Director of Water 
Services at Welsh Water, 
explains: 

“Our routine raw water 
monitoring programme 
has detected increasing 
traces of pesticides in 
areas we have never seen 
them before. While these 
levels are too low to pose 
a risk to those drink¬ 
ing the water, they are 
enough to risk breaching 
rigorous drinking water 
standards so we want to 
work with farmers, grow¬ 
ers and land managers 
to take action to address 


this issue together. 

“Even the most organ¬ 
ised of land managers 
can find themselves 
with an out of date or 
now unlicensed product 
which can be difficult or 
expensive to dispose of 
correctly. To help them, 
we are launching a free 
‘no questions asked’ 
disposal scheme to safely 
take away any unwanted 
pesticides and herbicides. 

“We know that pesti¬ 
cides form an essential 
and everyday role in the 
agricultural community. 
However, if stored, used 
or disposed of incor¬ 
rectly, they can have a 
devastating impact on 
people, water and wild¬ 
life. By providing this 
free and confidential 
scheme across Wales, 
we want to work with 
land managers to reduce 
the risk of pollution and 
safeguard raw water 
quality before it reaches 
our water treatment 
works.” 

Minister for 

Environment, Energy 
and Rural Affairs, Lesley 
Griffiths, said: “This is a 
great initiative by Dwr 
Cymru and I encourage

Reports of toxic blue green algae in 
Wales prompt vet warning 


AN increase in reports of toxic blue green 
algae in several locations across Wales 
and other parts of the UK this sum¬ 
mer is prompting the British Veterinary 
Association (BVA) to urge pet owners 
to take extra precautions while walking 
their dogs in the vicinity of affected water 
bodies. 

The warning also comes on the heels of tragic 
news from North Carolina, US yesterday (12 
August), where three dogs on a play date died just 
hours after swimming in an affected pond. 

Blue green algae blooms may appear as green or 
greenish-brown scum on the surface of water and 
can contain toxins that can be harmful for animals if 
ingested, even in small quantities. Dogs can swallow 
this algae by drinking water from an affected lake, 
river or pond or while licking their fur after going 
for a swim. 

Symptoms of exposure can appear within a few 
minutes or hours, depending on the type of toxin 
ingested, and commonly include: vomiting, diar¬ 
rhoea, drooling, disorientation, trouble breathing, 
seizures and blood in faeces. If left untreated, it 
can cause liver damage and 
ultimately be rapidly fatal. 

The presence toxic 

of blue green algae has 

been confirmed in water 
bodies in Cardiff and 

Carmarthenshire in Wales, 

Southampton and Fleet in 
Hampshire, Edinburgh and 
Elgin in Scotland, Cornwall, 

Leicestershire, Derbyshire, 
and Lincolnshire, among 
other locations, this 

summer. 

British Veterinary 
Association Junior Vice 
President Daniella Dos 
Santos said: 

“We know that some dogs 
enjoy nothing better than a 
paddle in a cool lake while 
on a walk during summer 


months, but my advice to pet owners would be to 
keep your dog on a lead during walks near water 
co nfir med to have toxic algal blooms. While not all 
blue green algae are poisonous, it is impossible to 
tell the difference visually, so it is better to be safe 
than sorry. 

“There is currently no known antidote for the 
toxins, so prompt veterinary treatment is essential 
to tackle their effects and ensure a good chance of 
recovery. If you suspect your dog has been exposed 
to blue green algae, rush it to your local vet without 
delay.” 

BVA has issued these top tips to keep dogs safe: 

• Look out for any warning signs put up by 
the Environment Agency or local councils near 
water bodies. 

• Keep pets on a lead and by your side around 
water bodies known or suspected to have blue- 
green algal bloom - don’t let them swim in it or 
drink from it. 

• If your dog has been swimming outside, wash 
it thoroughly with clean water afterwards. 

• Rush your pet to a vet immediately in case 
you’re concerned it may have ingested toxic 
algae.

This has not 
been made available. I 
was pleased to clarify 
that the current timescale 
for engagement activity 
is unlikely and that the 
CHC will be closely 
monitoring the engage¬ 
ment process.” 

Stephen Allen said: 
“South Glamorgan 
Community Health 
Council are still awaiting 
final confirmation of the 
Cardiff & Vale University 
Health Board’s plans 
for Frail Older People’s 
Services in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, which 
include the relocation of 
the Sam Davies Ward 
from Barry Hospital to 
Llandough. 

“We have agreed 
with the Health Board 
in principle for a series 
of public engagement 
events to be held in the 
Vale of Glamorgan area 
to hear the public’s views 
on the proposals. We 
have advised the Health 
Board that we require the 
final confirmation on the 
Health Board proposals 
by our meeting to be held 
on October 4; currently 
we are awaiting a formal 


reply from the Health 
Board.” 

South Wales Central 
AM Andrew RT Davies 
has also backed local 
residents in their calls 
to save the Sam Davies 
Ward at Barry Hospital. 

He said there was 
clearly widespread 
local opposition to the 
plans, and called on 
Vale AM Jane Hutt to 
use her influence within 
the Welsh Labour 
Government to put a stop 
to the proposals.

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Porthcawl man’s English Channel swim 
for charity that was close to his heart 


A MAN from Porthcawl completed a 
swim across the English Channel earlier 
this month, finishing the challenge in 15 
hours, writes Philip Irwin. 

Tom Chapman has been a regular on the Portheawl 
open water swimming scene for several years, ever 
since moving to Porthcawl from Bath seven years 
ago and he set his sights on the Channel swim some 
time ago. 

However, to get a time slot, he had to book two 
years ago! In fact, the waiting time now has crept up 
to three years. 

Obviously, the desire to challenge himself was his 
motivation. Tom has always been a keen triathlete, 
but an injury meant that he started to concentrate 
more on swimming. 

It was during his preparation period that Tom 
had an extra, family motivation, when his partner 
Lindsay told him that her father, a fit man in his 
mid-70s, had been diagnosed with mesothelioma. 

She told The GEM: “Dad has run the Porthcawl 
Parkrun regularly - not something most people in 
their 70s can do - but he went to the doctor with 
a persistent cough, and hospital tests confirmed 
mesothelioma. What he thought was a cough, turned 
out be a warning that one of his lungs was filling up 
with fluid.” 

Lindsay’s father has had excellent support from 
the charity Mesothelioma UK, who arrange for 
specialist nurses to be available. At the moment he 
is in hospital in England, taking part in a clinical trial 
to test a new treatment for the condition. 

As a result, Tom’s cross channel swim became 
more than a personal test of his stamina and deter¬ 
mination. He decided to also raise money for the 
charity. 

The mechanics of a channel swim are more than 
just turning up in your Speedos. There are a limited 
number of pilots who take charge of the boat and 
keep the party safe, and only four swimmers are 
accepted per week. 

If the weather is bad the week you book, then they 
will try and squeeze you in the next week, but if that 
fails it is back to the waiting list. 


Swims are one way only, starting in Dover. The 
French decided some time ago to stop swimmers 
leaving from their beaches. Nevertheless, they insist 
that everyone must have a passport with them - even 
though the support team stays on the boat and the 
swimmer (as happened in Tom’s case) steps ashore 
long enough to have confirmatory photos taken, and 
then swims back out to the boat! 

Wetsuits are frowned upon. There is an official 
ratification list, but resorting to one will mean that 
you are not included. 

Once the swim has started, no one is allowed to 
touch the swimmer and he can’t touch the boat. He 
can be thrown food and water (Tom found a series of 
carbohydrate drinks worked best for him). 

The ‘no touching’ rule means that, although he 
started the swim in darkness at about lam, Tom 
had to have sun cream applied at that time, as the 
photograph shows. It’s 21 miles across but no one 
has ever got close to that short route. The tide pushes 
you north at the start, and when it turns, swimmers 
get pushed well south of Calais. 

In Tom’s case, he covered about 44 miles, and 
finished the swim in 15 hours. 

He said: “I believe that on one of the record 
crossings, the swimmer covered about 28 miles. The 
tides must have been gentler that day.” 

Tom’s regular open water swimming in Porthcawl 
meant that he was well prepared for the challenge. 
The Bristol Channel is known for its massive tides, 
so there was nothing to surprise him. 

He said: “I was lucky with the jellyfish. I was 
stung once in the dark, in the face, so I have no 
idea what that was, and at one point I had to swim 
through a shoal* of them, but I escaped.” 

He was surprised to see how close car ferries and 
oil tankers came, but again he did not get thrown 
off his stroke. His forearms, he reported, got tired, 
but he kept going steadily. Ironically, on the support 
boat there was far more pain and suffering, due to a 
heavy swell that lasted for the first five hours or so. 

On the boat was Lewis Brown, another Porthcawl 
resident who swims regularly with Tom. 

He said: “We all felt seasick for most of the time 


over those first five hours, and there were quite a few 
occasions when people retired to the other side of the 
boat from Tom to be sick over the side.” 

The tide means that swimmers have little choice 
over where they land. In Tom’s case, he found 
himself heading towards cliffs some way south of 
Calais. He spotted a sheltered cove and, although 
the boat needed to stay a safe 200 metres from the 
shore, Lewis swam those last few hundred metres, 
keeping a distance from Tom so as not to break the 
‘no touch’ rule. 

Tom found a safe place to land and Lewis passed 
him his flag for a celebratory photo, and then they 
swam back to the boat. A total of 44 miles and an 
extra 200 metres! 

Now that he has mastered this challenge, Tom has 
no desire to stop. He still swims regularly in the sea 
off Porthcawl - sometimes twice a day if the tides 
are right. 

He said: “We usually start from the slipway by 
the RNLI station. A short swim is across the bay 
and back - about a mile, but we have swum to 
Monknash, that’s about 10 miles.” 

A swim around the Cha nn el Island of Jersey is 
pencilled in for next August. That is about 44 miles 
but, Tom says, the tides mean that for a large part 
of the swim, you are ‘going with the flow’ of a 
favourable current. 

Tom does have a warning, though, for anyone 
planning to try open water swimming in the area 
around Porthcawl. 

He said: “Don’t try it alone until you have joined 
one of the regular groups who know the coast and 
who can talk you through the pitfalls. The Bristol 
Channel has huge tides and you need to know what 
you are doing!”

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Tabby’s Star in the limelight 


WE’LL take a break from 
cosmology or astronomy 
anniversaries this month 
and instead turn our atten¬ 
tion to a star which has been 
a source of fascination since 
the discovery of its unusual 
behaviour by the astron¬ 
omer Tabetha Boyajian 
on October 14, 2015. 

More than 4,000 exo-planets 
have now been diseovered orbit¬ 
ing distant stars, most of whieh 
were found by the transit method. 
When a planet passes in front 
of its parent star, some of the 
star’s light will disappear for a 
short while. These transits are a 
prolifie method for planet hunters 
to seareh for worlds around other 
stars. 

NASA’s Kepler mission was 
a gameehanger in the hunt for 
exo-planets, surveying over 
100,000 stars over a period of 
many years. Of the hundreds of 
thousands of stars that NASA’s 
Kepler spaee teleseope observed, 
astronomers were eompletely 
unprepared for the oddity that is 
Tabby’s Star, whose light flux 
dims by a tremendous amount, 
without any of the regularly 
repeating signals whieh are the 
expeeted signature of planets 
transiting their stars in regular 
orbits. 

The dips in light flux from 
Tabby’s Star are observed to be of 
the order of 22 per eent, whereas 
the eustomary dip in light eaused 
by exo-planets is less than 1 per 
eent. Prior to this new diseovery 


of flux dips. Tabby’s Star was 
already of interest beeause its 
overall brightness has been notiee- 
ably dimming over many deeades. 

Astronomers eoneluded that the 
flux dips eouldn’t be eaused by 
planets, beeause no planet is large 
enough to bloek that much light 
from its star. Speculation ensued 
that a series of cometary events, 
where they emit large amounts of 
dust as they approach the inner 
portion of the solar system in 
question, might explain the short¬ 
term flux dips that have been seen. 
But this proposed solution cannot 
also account for the above men¬ 
tioned decades old dimming of 
the star. 

Another popular idea advanced 
was that of an alien megastruc¬ 
ture. It could be that a civili¬ 
zation far ahead of humanity, 
technologically, was constructing 
an apparatus around the star to 
capture and harness its full energy 
output. Known as a Dyson Sphere, 
such a structure would increase 
the amount of light blocked as it 
became more and more complete. 
Over the past century, the fact 
that the light from this star had 
dimmed by such a significant 
amount could then be explained 
by an advance in the completion 
of a Dyson Sphere. Far-fetched? 
Perhaps, but a compelling idea 
nevertheless. 

Thanks to a myriad of fol¬ 
low-up observations, however, 
a more mundane explanation is 
finding favour. Whereas an alien 
megastructure would be opaque 
to all light, it has been found that 


blue light is preferentially blocked 
in all the dimming events from 
Tabby’s Star. There’s one thing 
known that can cause bluer light 
to be blocked while redder light 
is preferentially transmitted - dust 
particles of a certain minimal size. 
It must, therefore, be dust which is 
causing not only the flux dips, but 
also the long-term fading. 

Mystery remains, however, as 
circumstellar dust is a feature of 
a young, forming solar system. 
Tabby’s Star is known to be 
hundreds of millions years old 
and is well advanced on its main 
sequence - so where is the dust 
coming from? No-one knows. 

And now, there is another, 
very recent, mystery! Planet 
hunting astronomer Hugh Osborn 
announced a stellar discovery 
at the end of June, 2019 that 
looks to be even more baffling 
than Tabby’s Star. Also seen 
by Kepler, this star, dubbed the 
Random Transiter, was found to 
undergo no less than 28 transits in 
just 87 days. 

The associated light dips look 
just like those expected from 
planets, but there is absolutely 
no evidence of the regular peri¬ 
odic orbits which are expected of 
planets. So what’s going on here? 
If they are not planets, what are 
they? 

So far there is no credible 
theory. An early revisit to the 
Random Transiter is anxiously 
awaited.

Once Upon 
a Time in 
Hollywood 

For years, two-time 
Osear winner Quentin 
Tarantino has been 
publicly declaring his 
intention to retire after 
10 films in the director’s 
chair. 

That day of reckoning 
moves ever closer with 
the release of his suppos¬ 
edly penultimate picture, 
a valentine to the golden 
age of Hollywood, which 
unspools the exploits of 


a fictional actor and his 
stunt double against the 
real-life backdrop of the 
Manson family murders 
in the summer of 1969. 

Fact and blood-soaked 
fantasy are rumbustious 
playmates in Tarantino’s 
script, which momen¬ 
tarily orbits bona fide 
stars including Bruce 
Lee (Mike Mob) and 
Steve McQueen (Damian 
Lewis), and saves its 
most daring flourish for a 
sickeningly brutal finale 
that includes a close-up 


of a face being smashed 
repeatedly into a stone 
mantelpiece. 

Since his eye-catching 
debut with Reservoir 
Dogs - a trim 97 min¬ 
utes - brevity has seldom 
been the writer-director’s 
strong point and Once 
Upon A Time... In 
Hollywood falls foul of 
self-indulgent excesses 
that should perhaps have 
been addressed in the 
editing room. 

Tarantino conjures 
moments of nerve-shred¬ 
ding tension that demon¬ 
strate his master of the 
craft, peaking with two 
prolonged sequences 
with Manson’s acolytes 
that tighten the large 
knot of tension in our 
stomachs. 

Rick Dalton 

(Leonardo DiCaprio), 
one-time star of TV 
western Bounty Law, 
becomes convinced that 
his career is over after 
an uncomfortable meet¬ 
ing with straight-talking 
agent Marvin Schwarz 
(Pacino). 

The handsome leading 
man drowns his sorrows 
with best friend and stunt 
double Cliff Booth (Brad 
Pitt), who also acts as his 
chauffeur. 

Cliff attempts to buoy 
Rick’s spirits as he pre¬ 
pares for a guest spot as 
the ‘bad guy’ on new TV 
series Lancer, starring 
James Stacy (Timothy 
Olyphant). 

Meanwhile, director 


Roman Polanski (Rafal 
Zawierucha) and preg¬ 
nant actress Sharon Tate 
(Margot Robbie) move 
into the neighbouring 
property to Rick, where 
they entertain a succes¬ 
sion of friends including 
hairstylist Jay Sebring 
(Emile Hirsch). 

On the night of 
August 9, Charles 
Manson (Damon 
Herriman) dispatches 
four knife-wielding 
disciples - Tex (Austin 
Butler), Sadie (Mikey 
Madison), Flower Child 
(Maya Hawke) and Katie 
(Madisen Beaty) - to 
kill everyone inside the 
rented property at 10050 
Cielo Drive. 

Narrated by Kurt 
Russell’s stunt coor¬ 
dinator, Once Upon A 
Time... In Hollywood 
takes poetic licence with 
historical fact to pen a 
gushing love letter to the 
art of filmmaking. 

Period detail is impres¬ 
sive, epitomised by a 
groovy soundtrack of late 
1960s toe taps including 
Vanilla Fudge’s cover 
of The Supremes’ You 
Keep Me Hangin’ On. 

Pacing occasionally 
drags but DiCaprio and 
Pitt enliven lulls with 
terrific performances 
as fading products of 
a Californian dream 
factory, who are staring 
down their inevitable 
decline with a combus- 
tive mix of weariness and 
frustration. 


Like the auteur behind 
the lens, the end credits 
on their creative endeav¬ 
ours are almost ready to 
roll.

Good boys go 
bad in director Gene 
Stupnitsky’s pot¬ 
ty-mouthed coming-of- 
age comedy, a haphazard 
misadventure in the com¬ 
pany of three pre-teen 
pals on the precipice of 
puberty. 

Producers Seth Rogen 
and Evan Goldberg 
traversed similarly messy 
territory in Superbad 
with older characters 
bound for college. 

In Stupnitsky’s script, 
co-written by Lee 
Eisenberg, the unsettling 
transition from fifth to 
sixth grade provides a 
loose dramatic frame¬ 
work for lurid life 
lessons for a cherubic 
trinity, whose hilariously 
misinformed understand¬ 
ing of (the opposite) sex 
has been gleaned from 
playground hearsay. 

For these Good Boys, 
the forbidden fruit of 
an internet search for 
pornography on a par¬ 
ents’ laptop has yet to 
be tasted and the closest 
they have come to exper¬ 
imentation is giving one 
of their computer game 


avatars a pair of painfully 
pendulous love cushions. 

The youngsters 
naively mistake a full- 
size sex doll for a CPR 
aid - providing the film 
with its first gross-out 
punchline - and fashion 
a chain of their parents’ 
secondhand pleasure 
beads into an oversized 
pink necklace for one 
potential love interest. 

Her wincing response 
to the jewellery’s pun¬ 
gent aroma provides 
another collective groan 
of disgust. 

Max (Jacob 

Tremblay), Thor (Brady 
Noon) and Lucas (Keith 
L Williams) are founder 
members of The Bean 
Bag Boys, a close-knit 
crew of hormone-addled 
12-year-olds who live on 
the same block. 

They ride around the 
neighbourhood, trying to 
act cool so they can avoid 
the most inglorious fate 
for any newly promoted 
sixth grader: becoming 
“a social piranha”. 

To that end. Max is 
delighted to be person¬ 
ally invited to a kissing 
party thrown by cool kid 
Soren (Izaac Wang) and 
he persuades the host to 
add Thor and Lucas to 
the guest list. 

There’s just one hitch, 
none of The Bean Bag 
Boys have ever locked 
lips with a girl and they 
worry their inexperience 
will be their undoing.

Consequently, Dora 
flies to Los Angeles to

EARLY morning, Normandy. 

The vessel is full. Vehieles 
and occupants have been pre¬ 
pared for this moment for months. 

The air is pregnant with tension; 
the sense of anticipation electric. 

The ramp goes down, the 
order is given, and it’s GO! 

Fighting breaks out immediately. 

A Spaniard is in the cross 
hairs of a German, who... 

No; it’s not the D-Day landings, 
but a trip in July 2019 to France by 
ferry. The German tarried in the queue 
to disembark too long, so the Spaniard 
drove around and in front of him. 

The Spaniard was then held up 
and the German went to remonstrate. 
So much for the entente cordiale 


between our European friends... 

Swiftly through French Customs and it 
is 40 minutes at a fair old lick to the gite in 
Fresville, just outside Sainte-Mere-Eglise. 

A journey through Normandy 
is, for many, a pilgrimage of sorts. 

Seemingly each town in each depart¬ 
ment in Normandy has a museum - even it 
is simply a farmer who dug up an aircraft 
engine or rusted Jeep - and a story to tell. 

A case in point is Sainte-Mere-Eglise. 

It is famed for an incident on D-Day 
when the parachute of John Steele of the 
505th Parachute Infantry Regiment caught 
on the steeple of the church. He hung 
there, pretending to be dead, for two hours 
until captured by the Germans, before 
promptly escaping and rejoining his unit. 

The operations of D-Day and onwards 


changed the course of the war and his¬ 
tory. Thousands of Allied servicemen - 
British, Canadian, Yanks, French, Poles, 
Norwegians, Australians, Czechoslovaks, 
Kiwis - took part, and many died. 

Many hundreds of French civil¬ 

ians, too, perished in the battles. 

Take, as just one example, Saint-Lo. 

Occupied from May 1940 onwards, 
it was a strategic location and one 
essential for the D-Day spearhead to 
continue. Two intense bombing raids 
on June 6-7 destroyed, it is estimated, 
some 95 to 97 per cent of the town. 

As one American soldier 

quipped after the raids: “We sure 

liberated the hell out of that place.” 

Any town or village that has 

been destroyed, be it by war or 


natural disaster, and rebuilt is never 
the same. Saint-Lo is no exception. 

It was a busy - in the restaurants and 
tabacs - Friday afternoon. Le marche 
des terroirs had just shut, and Le Grand 
Balcon restaurant was the place to be. 

Families, couples, workers, were 
relaxing for the weekend over a biere 
or two. Not a tourist trap, but a place 
frequented by the locals, it was a pleas¬ 
ant atmosphere, and in contrast to the 
scarred air enveloping the rebuilt town. 

The old jail, destroyed during the raids, 
lists the names of the men, women, and 
children killed during the bombing, includ¬ 
ing those in the jail. There are hundreds. 

Eglise Notre-Dame de Saint-Lo, like 
so many churches in the region, did not 
escape damage. The walls, inside and 


out, are peppered and pock-marked with 
evidence of small-arms fire, some in a 
pattern that suggests a target was hit. 

Inside are crosses and graffiti carved 
into the columns. Do they predate the 
battle, or were they carved by some¬ 
one - French civilian or German occu¬ 
pier - as they hoped for deliverance? 

The real damage, however, 
was to one facade of the church. 

Look upwards and the 
great arch is no longer there. 

Blown to pieces, a simple, dull 
wall now fills the void once occu¬ 
pied by the Gothic stonework.

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Stay safe when driving in the rain this summer 



WE’RE having a typical English summer, 
sun for a couple of weeks and then down¬ 
pours for days on end. lAM RoadSmart’s 
head of driving and riding standards 
Richard Gladman advises a few ways to 
keep safe in heavy rain and floods. 

Heavy rain 

Driving in heavy rain will affect your visibility, 
so take it slow. Rule 126 of the Highway Code 
states that the braking distance between yourself and 
another car on a dry road surface should be at least 
two seconds, and at least four seconds when driving 
in the rain 

Ensure your windscreen wipers are working cor¬ 
rectly, and that the windscreen is clean - using your 
wipers when you have a dirty windscreen will just 
smear and make your visibility even worse 

Turn your headlights on. Many of us now have 
automated headlights, but often they will not come 
on in adverse weather conditions; ensure they are on 
so you’re visible to other road users. A good rule of 
thumb is that if you need your wipers on, then you 
need your headlights on too 
Aquaplaning 

Is your car aquaplaning? Here are some signs that 
you could be: 

Your engine may become louder if the driving 
wheels have lost grip 

It will feel as though you’ve dropped down in the 
gears causing revs to increase 

The steering may become lighter and unresponsive 
If you experience any of this, try not to panic. 

Follow these tips: 

Ease off the accelerator or cancel the cruise 
control 

Hold the steering wheel straight and firm 
Do not hit your brakes hard 
When your car gains traction you can slowly 
begin to use the brake and slow down.

If it’s been raining and you’re about to drive, 
there are things that you can do to help prevent your 
car from aquaplaning. Standing water as shallow as 
2.5mm can cause an aquaplaning effect at speed so 
be sure to follow the steps below: 


Check your tyres - 
they can have a massive 
impact on how your car 
will handle in the wet.

Reduce your speed; 
problems occur when 
the tyres can no longer 
clear the standing water 
as they rotate. Going 
slower will allow time 
for the tread to do its job 
Be alert for flood 
warnings on the road 
and if you can see any 
water in the distance, be 
sure to slow down and 
prepare to go around it 
Avoid using cruise 
control in extreme 
conditions 

Floods 

If there are floods 
you need to consider 
other routes to keep 
you safe. If the water 
is standing more than 
six inches deep, avoid 
driving through it. You 
can judge the depth in 
relation to the kerb 
If there are similar 
vehicles driving safely 
through, then you can make a judgement call on 
whether it’s safe to do so yourself. 

If the water is fast flowing, do not attempt to drive 
through it. There is a real danger of your car being 
swept away 

If you have decided to drive through a flood take 
the following precautions: 

Go slowly and take it easy 
Press lightly on the clutch and add gentle pressure 
to the accelerator to increase engine revs but do so 
without speed. Do this in a similar way to how you 
do hill starts, this will prevent water from entering 


your exhaust. If you’re in an automatic, accelerate 
lightly but control the speed with your brakes 
If you have any doubt, turn back. Often modem 
saloon cars have an air intake in the wheel arch and 
could be below water level if going through a flood. 
If your engine takes in any water, it will immediately 
hydro lock and the engine will stop 

Remember to stay alert and avoid splashing 
pedestrians. If this is done accidentally you can still 
receive a fixed penalty and three points on your 
license for driving without due care and attention. If 
done deliberately it could be a public order offence.

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Cowbridge 2nd 
XI secure victory 
against Llandarcy 

AS last Saturday dawned, Cowbridge 
was swathed in slate grey skies with 
the almost inevitable promise of rain 
to come. 

Sure enough, the heavens opened and the rain 
came teeming down. At this point, the thought of 
any game of cricket taking place was far from the 
minds of most of the Cowbridge side, however 
Captain Joe Russell thought otherwise. 

Having inspected the pitch at 11am and putting 
considerable faith in the weather forecast, Joe 
deemed the pitch playable. 

With Cowbridge winning the toss, Llandarcy 
were unsurprisingly asked to bat first. With one 
ball bowled, the rain came down again and the 
players ran for shelter. 

Play resumed with Joe Russell and Lewis 
Sevenoaks immediately putting the Llandarcy 
batsmen under pressure. Both bowled terrifically 
with Lewis picking up an early wicket. 

This pressure exerted from the outset was 
maintained throughout, with all the bowlers chip¬ 
ping in with wickets. 

The Llandarcy batsmen were never comfort¬ 
able and finally scrapped to 98 all out off 32 
overs with Lewis Sevenoaks and Umar Rafrique 
finishing with 3 wickets a piece. 

This was an excellent bowling and fielding 
performance, but Cowbridge knew they would 
have to bat sensibly to overhaul the target. 

The Cowbridge innings did not start well with 
Umar Raffique falling with the score only 8, but 
this brought to the crease Heath Webb who put 
together an excellent partnership with Naveed 
Younis. 

Both batsmen, clearly conscious that Llandarcy 
were putting all their faith in their two opening 
bowlers, began watchfully. When Llandarcy 
then turned to their second string bowlers, both 
batsmen began to open their shoulders. 

The runs started to flow. Both put away the bad 
ball with ease and while the running between the 
wickets was at times slightly ponderous, the score 
rose steadily. 

In the end, Cowbridge overhauled the Llandarcy 
total off just 22 overs with Heath finishing on 35 
not out and Naveed finishing on an excellent 50 
not out.This was a dominant performance by 
Cowbridge and a well deserved victory.

Hopes are high 
for Cowbridge 
First XI success 

AT last it’s simple - for Cowbridge Cricket 
Club’s 1st XI to be crowued champious of 
the South Wales Cricket Associatiou they 
ueed to wiu at home agaiust eighth placed 
Dafeu ou Saturday. 

It’s not that there is anything other than a theoret¬ 
ical possibility that Cowbridge can be caught, but it 
would be wrong of the league authorities to assume 
anything so the message is equally simple: come 
on down to support the lads in the hope of seeing a 
small bit of local sporting history being made. On 
the back of a 12 match unbeaten run, just one more 
win - it might be lucky 13. 

There was little doubt about win number 12 at 
Gowerton last Saturday. The home club worked 
hard to get the game on and were rewarded with a 
35 overs-a-side contest. Cowbridge’s skipper Chris 
Willey lost the toss, was invited to bat and by the 
end of the allotted overs the score had reached 299- 
1. Quite remarkable. 

Tme, there were some dropped catches and the 
general fielding was not exactly out of the top 
drawer but that would be to pick at the edges. It was 
a sustained onslaught that delighted the Cowbridge 
supporters, setting a total 299-1. 

\^o was responsible for this carnage? A fluent 
77 from Tom Merilaht including unusually for him 
three sixes was no artful nurdling, it was a fine 
knock in its own right but it was the perfect foil for 
the star act. That was Ben Wright with 184 not out 
off 108 balls, and included nine sixes and 17 fours. 
As a Gowertonian remarked: their first mistake had 
been getting the game on, the second not using every 
square yard of mown grass as outfield. Maybe there 
would have been fewer sixes, maybe not. Ben hit 
16 fours and nine sixes, he was quite impossible to 
bowl at. 

Ben‘s century was his third in four innings. 
That’s quite remarkable in its own right. Even more 
remarkable is Ben’s seasonal tally of 1,236 at an 
average of 123 including six centuries: 300 was 
always going to be an unachievable target and the 
Gowerton innings reached 144-6 before the players 
were able to seek refuge. 

Captain Chris Willey issued an invitation to 
everyone who might be interested to come to the ath¬ 
letic ground next Saturday to witness history being 
made. It looks a straightforward proposition from the 
best part of a week away. It will not stay that way! 

On Sunday at the President’s Day celebrations, 
Julian Ebsworth was invested as an Honorary Life 
Vice President, cementing the link between the club 
and the Ebsworth family who created the ground 
in 1896. Mr Ebsworth presented a copper beech 
tree to Jeffrey Bird and Hugh Willliams, the club’s 
president and chairman respectively.
